City defies feds, says 'no' to canal sewage storage

The city wants to flush a federal plan 
to keep raw sewage out of the filthy 
Gowanus Canal by temporarily storing 
overflowing toilet water in mammoth 
new underground tanks, claiming the 
$78-million project is completely un- 
necessary because poop is not the fetid 
waterway’s biggest problem. 

The city’s Department of Environ- 
mental Protection told The Brooklyn 
Paper that sewage overflow shouldn’t 
be the focus of the fed’s so-called “Su- 
perfund” cleanup of the canal and that 
the main issue is the industrial waste 
that has been sitting in the canal bed 
for decades, so it has no plans to fol- 
low the federal government’s order to 
build two storage tanks to keep raw 
sewage out of the polluted channel dur- 
ing heavy rain storms.

The agency claims that its own anal- 
ysis of the canal bed found coal tar, a 
carcinogen dumped into the water by 
nearby gas plants last century, which it 
says should be the focus of the cleanup, 
and that the estimated 355 millions of 
gallons of wastewater that gets spilled 
into the “Lavender Lake” each year will 
not re -contaminate the water once the 
industrial waste is removed, making 
the expense unnecessary. 

“The proposal to build large hold- 
ing tanks is not supported by the sam-

Friends are throwing a lifeline to 
this floundering mermaid. 

Sideshows by the Seashore founder 
Dick Zigun needs to raise $100,000 
before his annual Mermaid Parade 
can ride down Surf Avenue for the 
31st time on June 22 — and so his 
freaky friends are offering sweet swag 
to those who contribute to his upcom- 
ing Kickstarter campaign. 

Hurricane Sandy swamped Zigun’s 
headquarters at the corner of Surf Av- 
enue and W. 12th, forcing him to sink 
thousands into rebuilding the famous 


That left him with pre- 
cious little to sponsor the yearly caval- 
cade of costumed Coney carousers. 

So Zigun — who raised $4,000 
for his reconstruction work through 
the crowdfunding site LuckyAnt.com 
earlier this year — is turning to the 
Internet for assistance.

The Brooklyn Cyclones will play 
home games on artificial turf this year, 
and the grass at the city-owned ball- 
park in Coney Island has already been 
ripped up and replaced with the syn- 
thetic kind, the team announced on 
Monday. 

The grounds at MCU Park was 
switched from natural grass to artifi- 
cial turf as part of the stadium’s post- 
superstorm Sandy repairs — defying a 
20-year trend in professional baseball 
toward natural grass fields. 

Clones spokesman Jason Solomon 
said the single -A team decided on the 
change-up as a precaution against 
another storm like Sandy — which 
swamped the field, along with the rest 
of the People’s Playground — and be- 
cause it would allow the stadium to 
host more off-season events. 

“Heaven forbid we get hit with 
another Sandy, the FieldTurf would 
hold up better,” said Solomon. “And 
it opens us up to possibly holding more 
events during the year without hav- 
ing to worry about whether the grass 
would be dead.” 

Solomon said the decision to make 
the switch was made by Cyclones and 
Mets brass. The Mets own the Cy- 
clones. 

The move makes MCU Park the 
only professional baseball field in 
New York to play games on some- 
thing other than grass. 

Calls to find out if the field on far- 
off Staten Island where the hated Staten 
Island Yankees play games at a bay- 
side ballpark that also was battered by 
Sandy will be switched to fake grass 
were not returned in time for our on- 
line deadline. 

In the Major Leagues, all National 
League teams play on grass, and in 
the American League, only the To- 
ronto Blue Jays’ Rogers Centre and 
the Tampa Bay Rays’ Tropicana Field 
use synthetic turf. But for years start- 


ing in the 1960s, many pros played 
on the fake stuff, which traditional- 
ists complain change the game for the 


worse by speeding up batted ground 
balls, and is considered by many to 
be harder on players’ bodies than nat- 


ural grass. 

Those points were made clear by 
fans who fear the new surface will 
make going out to the ballpark a less- 
enjoyable experience. 

“I hope the artificial turf is only 
for a year,” said legendary Brooklyn 
Cyclones columnist Ed Shakespeare. 
“A grass field is aesthetically pleas- 
ing, better for the players’ bodies, and 
gives a traditional bounce to a base- 
ball. The trend is to go away from ar- 
tificial turf.” 

Shakespeare, a bard of baseball who 
has covered the Cyclones since the 
team’s inception in 2001, is an un- 
abashed purist who questions the very 
idea of synthetic grass. 

“If artificial turf is so nice, why 
don’t more people have it instead of 
lawns,” he said. 

The scent of grass is also one of

Diocese of Brooklyn is hoping to attract the skinny-pants set with ad campaign

Hipster Jesus isn’t just another 
internet meme. 

Well, he is, but now the con- 
cept of the Nazarene as the orig- 
inal flip-flop wearing counter- 
culture independent thinker is 
the basis of an advertising cam- 
paign by the Roman Catholic Di- 
ocese of Brooklyn that hopes to 
attract the skinny-pants set to 
Sunday mass. 

“We wanted people to be able 
to see in Christ a reflection of 
themselves and in themselves a 
reflection of Christ,” said dio- 
cese spokesman Monsignor Ki- 
eran Harrington.

The ads, part of the diocese’s 
new “All Faces, Everyday Un- 
derstanding” campaign, portray 
Jesus Christ as an enlightened 
man in flowing robes with a pair 
of red, Converse-style sneakers 
sticking out from underneath, with 
the words “The Original Hipster” 
superimposed in block letters. 

Church officials say it’s not 
strange for Christ figures to be 
painted a certain way to attract 
a certain crowd, even if it means 


wearing wool hats in May. 

“Historically, any depiction 
of Christ is a reflection of the 
people of a certain culture,” said 
Harrington. “When Jesus goes 
out to meet the Syrophoenician 
woman, he meets her where he 
is. When Jesus goes out to meet 
Saint Matthew, he’s a tax collector. 
He doesn’t care. We love people 
because of who they are.”

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Sandy-ravaged Sunny’s Bar 
raises $12,000 at fund-raiser 


But iconic pub still needs hefty sum if it's to reopen in June

Sunny days are forecast 
for Red Hook’s iconic Sun- 
ny’s Bar. 

A benefit concert at the 
Bell House on May 1 raised 
about $12,000 to fund repairs 
for the Conover Street bar that 
has been shuttered since get- 
ting clobbered by Hurricane 
Sandy. 

“It was such a grand party,” 
said owner Sunny Balzano. 

More than 400 fans of 
the historic watering hole 
attended the concert to help 
the superstorm-battered bar 
get back on its feet, said Bal- 
zano. He said he felt over- 
whelmed by the outpouring 
of love he received when he 
stepped on the stage to thank 
the massive crowd. 

“I have this thing about 


this bar where I never really 
felt like it was mine,” said 
the legendary barkeep, whose 
grandfather opened the quaint 
pub in 1890. “I always felt like 
it belonged to all of us and by 
seeing everyone out there in 
that particular moment made 
me feel that it does in fact be- 
long to all of us.” 

Balzano, who runs Sunny’s 
Bar with his wife, Tone Johan- 
sen, produced the concert to 
kick off a 45-day fund-rais- 
ing campaign on Indiegogo 
to cover the pub’s hefty re- 
pair costs. The show featured 
bands including the Red Hook 
Ramblers, John Pinamonti, 
Li’l Mo and the Monicats, 
Kings’ County Blues Band, 
Luna Sisters, Simon Chardiet, 
The Woes, and Dave, Vic, 
& Friends. Still, the money 
raised from the concert only 


owners, Johansen and Bal- 
zano have struggled since the 
superstorm hit six months ago 
and inundated the pub. The 
couple has worked to piece 
the damaged place back to- 
gether with help from their 
friends. 

A successful $35,000 Kick- 
starter campaign in Decem- 
ber paid for a new boiler room, 
gas line, compressors, electric 
service, and flooring, but the 
basement alone still needs a 
tremendous amount of work. 
The basement, where Johan- 
sen narrowly escaped San- 
dy’s rushing floodwaters, has 
major structural damage and 
needs new flooring, beams, 
and pilings. 

The fund-raising campaign 
is crucial since the bar was

Study: F train is the most 
delayed ride, G the least

The F train gets an F. 

The subway line expe- 
rienced more delays than 
any other during the first 
10 months of last year, ac- 
cording to a Straphangers 
Campaign study released 
Wednesday. 

The study also said that 
the G train, known as the 
Brooklyn Local, had the few- 
est delays of the 20 lines re- 
viewed. 

“We’re seeing an increas- 
ing number of delays attrib- 
uted to the track, which is a 
mechanical problem,” said 
Cate Contino, the coordi- 
nator for the Straphangers 
Campaign. “It shows there’s 
a lot of work to be done in 
the system.” 

The transit advocacy 
group based its findings 
on an analysis of the elec- 
tronic alerts that the Met- 


ropolitan Transportation 
Authority sends out to sub- 
scribed riders. These alerts 
are sent immediately via e- 
mail or text message when 
the agency determines a de- 


lay on a specific line or the 
possibility of a delay. 

The Straphangers Cam- 
paign only analyzed delays it 
deemed the MTA could con- 
trol — such as track, switch, 


mechanical, and maintenance 
issues — instead of delays out 
of the agency’s hands, such 
as sick riders, or police and 
fire investigations. 

Of the 2,669 transit au- 
thority alerts sent during the 
first 10 months of 2012, the 
report said that the F train 
accounted for 8 percent of 
the delays, while the G train 
made up only 1 percent of 
the total. 

The data didn’t track the 
duration of the delays, so the 
subway advocacy group was 
| unable to determine the se- 
| verity of each postpone- 
ment. 

Last year, prior to Hurri- 
cane Sandy, delays increased 
10 percent, compared with 
the same time period in 201 1 , 
the study reported. For the 
three months after the Oct. 
29 super storm, subway de- 
lays jumped 29 percent.

Game seven defeat highlights 
Net’s inaugural-season flaws

It was an embarrassing end to an 
inaugural season with such high ex- 
pectations. The Nets’ dreams of a long 
playoff run came crashing to an un- 
derwhelming halt on their home court 
last Saturday night in a game seven 
defeat to the Chicago Bulls. Despite 
giving away game four to Nate Rob- 
inson and the Bulls, the Nets managed 
to claw back into the series, winning 
games five and six. Coming into game 
seven, the Nets appeared to have ev- 
erything going their way. 

On top of riding a two-game win 
streak, including a win in Chicago, the 
Nets faced a Bulls team that would be 
generously described as depleted. The 
Bulls were playing without de facto 
starting point guard Kirk Hinrich and 
top offensive threat Loul Deng. On 
top of those key injuries, JoakimNoah 
continued to play through plantar fas- 
ciitis at less than 100%. With game 
seven back in the borough, and in a 
league where talent reigns supreme, 
the Nets had the clear advantage. 

And yet, when the game tipped 
off, it was the Bulls who took it to 
the home team in the most impor- 
tant game of the season. 

How could that be? 


How could the team with more tal- 
ent, backed by a raucous Brooklyn 
crowd, come out so flat? Where was 
the urgency? Where was the determi- 
nation? Where was the effort? 

As this column has noted over 
this inaugural season, the Nets’ play 
has been maddeningly inconsistent 
from start to finish. It often seemed 
as though the Nets lacked some of 
the intangibles necessary to beat good 
teams. And that certainly showed 


against a shorthanded Bulls team in 
game seven. 

Perhaps some of that came from 
having a lame duck coach, who didn’t 
know what his future held and was 
never able to get his players up for the 
big moment. However, that should be 
no excuse for a bunch of profession- 
als who shouldn’t need the coach to 
motivate them for a game seven on 
their home court. 

Some players showed up for all 48 


minutes (Brook Lopez, Gerald Wal- 
lace) and others are nowhere to be 
found (Joe Johnson). They outscored 
the Bulls by 10 in one quarter, but got 
outscoredby 13 in another. Game seven 
was truly the Nets season in a nutshell: 
they could never put it all together on 
the same night at the same time.

The stage was set for the Nets’s 
first big postseason moment in 
their new home on Atlantic Ave- 
nue: Game 7, Saturday night, the 
only matchup on TV. 

If only they remembered to play 
defense. 

After a gritty Game 6 perfor- 
mance in Chicago, fears of Brook- 
lyn’s defensive shortcomings — a 
nagging concern since before the 
season started — were justified for 
all to see. For most of the 2012-2013 


campaign, the Nets had been sur- 
prisingly sturdy on the defensive 
end, allowing the seventh-fewest 
points per game. 

But giving up 61 points in the 
first half — 13 more than usual — 
on their home floor, to a banged- 
up Bulls squad whose top scorers 
were Joakim Noah and Marco Be- 
linelli? Yikes. 

In truth, it was an ending that 
Brooklyn deserved after letting a 
14 -point lead slip away in the fi- 
nal three minutes of Game 4. But 
when Chicago’s 2012-2013 leading 
scorer Luol Deng was sidelined due 
to illness in Games 6 and 7, joining 
2009-2012 leading scorer Derrick 
Rose on the bench, the Nets’ luck 
seemed almost divine. 

Yet over and over, when Brook- 


lyn needed a stop in the series’ de- 
ciding game, they simply couldn’t 
get one. And when they needed big 
shots from their $20-million-a-year 
shooting guard Joe Johnson, he had 
nothing to give. The 1 1 -year veteran 
made only two of 14 attempts, in- 
cluding one of nine from beyond 
the three-point arc. 

Johnson said during the series 
that he was “out there on one leg” 
due to lingering plantar fasciitis. By 
many accounts, however, so was the 
Bulls’s Noah, who dominated the 
game. If Joe’s condition was that 
much more severe, rendering him 
a defensive and offensive liability, 
either he or now-fired Coach RJ. 
Carle simo should have known to 
give backup MarShon Brooks more 
than eight minutes of playing time. 


How could Brooks — who made 
as many baskets as Johnson while 
taking only two shots — possibly 
have been worse? 

Then again, putting a known 
sieve like Brooks on the floor in 
hopes of defensive improvement 
seems laughable in any other con- 
text. And during Game 4’s series- 
changing meltdown, Johnson had 
nothing to do with the porous pick- 
and-roll defense that allowed little 
Nate Robinson to score 23 points 
in the fourth quarter. In the end, 
Brooklyn’s early playoff exit — in 
the least- watched Game 7 since 2010 
— was a true team effort.

Take a Deep Breath and 
Fight Allergic Asthma

O ver 50 million Americans are af- 
fected by an allergy — an abnor- 
mally high sensitivity to a normally 
harmless substance, like certain types of 
foods, plants or medications, Symptoms 
of allergies commonly include inflamma- 
tion, sneezing, itching, and skin rashes. In 
most cases, allergies, though annoying, 
are not life-threatening. But for the 15 
million people whose allergies can trigger 
asthma attacks, the danger presented by 
allergens may be more serious. 

Although there is currently 
no cure for allergic asthma, 
the disease can be controlled 
through medical treatment 
and management of 
environmental triggers. 

Many Americans live with asthma, 
the respiratory condition marked by 
spasms in the lungs that lead to cough- 
ing, wheezing, rapid breathing, tighten- 
ing of the chest and shortness of breath. 
Patients with allergic asthma may have 
symptoms caused by the inhalation of 
airborne allergens, including pollen that 
fills the air in warmer months. Breathing 
in other allergens, such as mold, spores, 
or pet dander, can also trigger allergic 
asthma. 

Although there is currently no cure for 


allergic asthma, the disease can be con- 
trolled through medical treatment and 
management of environmental triggers. 
Diagnosis of allergic asthma involves a 
clinical examination, taking the patient's 
medical history, and conducting other 
tests that evaluate the health of the 
patient's lungs. These tests may either 
be done in a laboratory or in a doctor's 
office. 

Once asthma is determined to be 
caused by an allergy, a crucial step in 
successful management is identification 
of the specific allergen(s) that cause a 
patient's symptoms. After the identifica- 
tion has been made, the physician can 
develop a comprehensive treatment plan 
to effectively manage the patient's aller- 
gic asthma. This may include developing 
a strategy to avoid the allergen and/or 
prescription asthma medications such 
as inhaled steroids, long-acting inhaled 
bronchodilators to open airways, and 
asthma "rescue" inhalers. If necessary, 
immunotherapy (allergy desensitization 
shots) may also be used. 

Each year, the number of medications 
available for allergic asthma has ex- 
panded. Treatments for asthma are be- 
ing refined according to growing clinical 
evidence and objective guidelines. Now, 
many people who have allergic asthma 
are able to manage the disease with few 
or no symptoms.

MTA spokesman Charles 
Seaton said that solely using 
the alerts does not provide an 
accurate evaluation of service 
on the system’s lines. 

“The Straphanger Cam- 
paign’s use of the MTA’s e- 
mail Service Alert as a ba- 
rometer of individual subway 
line performance does not 
paint a full picture of ser- 
vice issues,” said Seaton in a 
statement. “However, it does 
serve to highlight one of the 
efforts in place to keep our 
customers informed.” 

Yet, even the MTA’s own 
assessment report seemed to 
acknowledge the F train’s tar- 
diness. 

That report stated that be- 
tween March 2012 to Feb- 


ruary 2013 the F train’s on- 
time rate was 74.2 percent, 
versus the G train’s 83.2 
percent. 

Still, one avidF train rider 
said that the study does not 
add up. 

“I can’t complain,” said 
Jena Battaglia of Kensington, 
who lives off the Fort Hamil- 
ton stop. “The F train comes 
like every five minutes dur- 
ing my morning commute 
it's always on time.” 

One possible solution for 
perpetually late F train riders 
is a recent announcement that 
the MTA is considering im- 
plementing express service 
on the line that would whiz 
between Downtown and Co- 
ney Island.

Democrats: Bike lane 
rolled over residents 


Hizzoner hopefuls blast the city's process behind the 
Prospect Park West bike lane — but like the lane itself

Overall, it was a case of the 
means justifying the end. 

Democratic mayoral can- 
didates agree: the city failed 
to do enough outreach be- 
fore installing the contro- 
versial Prospect Park West 
bike lane — but making a 
section of the street for cy- 
clists only was probably a 
good idea anyway. 

The consensus of true- 
blue hizzoner hopefuls at a 
May 6 forum in Park Slope 
was that the city should have 
gone further in getting neigh- 
borhood feedback before con- 
verting a lane of the thor- 
oughfare into a two-way 


route for bikes. The change 
bred bitter hostility among 
many residents and provoked 
several lawsuits. 

City Comptroller John 
Liu claimed that the De- 
partment of Transportation 
falsely boasted of having got- 
ten community backing for 
the lane — despite modera- 
tor Andrea Bernstein’s points 
that the agency got the ap- 
proval of the local community 
board and that polling indi- 
cated most neighborhood res- 
idents backed the plan. Still, 
Liu admitted he might have 
installed the pedal path him- 
self if he were mayor. 

“Maybe I would have done 
it if I had determined it was 
something the community 


wanted,” said Liu. 

Former Comptroller Bill 
Thompson also condemned 
the city’s process without 
condemning the lane itself. 

“You need an inclusive 
process where you talk to 
the community boards and 
talk to the merchants,” the 
Bedford- Stuyvesant native 
said. 

Council Speaker Chris- 
tine Quinn blasted the out- 
reach effort while praising the 
Bloomberg Administration’s 
pro -cyclist stances. 

“Those communities that 
said there wasn’t enough 
community input, they 
were right,” said Quinn. 
“But the expansion of bike 
lanes throughout the city has 


been a good thing.” 

Public Advocate — and 
Park Slope resident — Bill 
DeBlasio said he felt left out 
of the community approval 
process and disliked the bike 
lane at first, but had since 
decided it was ultimately an 
improvement. 

“I think it worked in the 
end. It’s better than bikes on 
the sidewalk.” 

Former Bay Ridge coun- 
cilman Sal Albanese was the 
only unqualified supporter of 
the pedal path — and vowed 
that there would be plenty 
more like it under his ad- 
ministration. 

“Bikes are the way to go,” 
said Albanese.

pling and analysis done by 
either DEP or EPA,” said Ted 
Timbers, a spokesman for the 
city’s Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection. 

Federal officials admit 
that the sewage isn’t the 
primary form of pollution 
in Brooklyn’s nautical pur- 
gatory and that the chief toxin 
in the sediment is, in fact, 
the coal tar that has seeped 
150-feet-down into the canal- 
bed, but they say the raw sew- 
age is a problem that needs 
to be faced. 

“In terms of the total ton- 
nage of pollution in the mud, 
there is no question that the 


majority comes from coal tar 
sources,” said Walter Mugdan 
of the federal Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency, who 
added the raw sewage being 
dumped into the canal still 
needs to be addressed. 

The feds say that the pro- 
posed holding tanks, one of 
which would likely be bur- 
ied underneath the neigh- 
borhood’s beloved Thomas 
Greene Playground and ad- 
joining Douglass-Degraw 
Pool, is the best way to 
keep raw sewage out of the 
canal, claiming it would re- 
duce the amount spewing 
from rerouted drains by 58 
to 74 percent. 


There are approximately 
10 drains along the 1.8 -mile 
inlet that releases sewage the 
feds claim is laden with pol- 
lutants composed of gasoline, 
diesel fuel, and coal tar res- 
idues from people and busi- 
nesses that dispose of items 
such as used oil into their 
drains and sinks and from 
street runoff during storms 
that carries road tars and oil 
drippings into the sewers. But 
only two of those pipes — one 
at the head at Butler Street 
and one at the middle of the 
canal — are responsible for 
the vast majority of sewage 
overflow into the canal. The 
feds’ plan will reroute those 
pipes so that during heavy 
rainfall sewage will flow into 
the holding tanks instead of 
the canal. 


The tanks would then hold 
up to 8 million gallons of run- 
off until storms pass, then 
push the slop back through 
sewers to the Red Hook and 
Owl’s Head wastewater treat- 
ment plants. 

But the city says there are 
other ways to solve the prob- 
lem that don’t necessitate the 
giant holding tanks beneath a 
local park, and that it is work- 
ing on that alternative. 

“DEP has already com- 
mitted more than $150 mil- 
lion to on-going projects that 
we know will improve wa- 
ter quality in the Gowanus 
Canal and we are opposed 
to building storage tanks be- 
cause they would result in the 
loss of an important commu- 
nity amenity, have a mini- 
mal effect on water quality, 
and amount to yet another 
unfunded federal mandate 
and higher water and sewer 
rates for New Yorkers,” said 
Timbers. 

It claims it can reduce dis- 
charge by 45 percent by re- 
opening the Gowanus waste- 
water pumping station and 
installing 600 curbside gar- 
dens designedto soakup rain- 
water. 

The city also plans on reac- 
tivating the on-again, off-again 
Gowanus Canal flushing tun- 
nel later this year, which has 
been shut down since 2010 for 
repairs. The tunnel, originally 
constructed in the 1900s, was 
designed to pump fresh wa- 
ter from Buttermilk Channel 
into the head, but since the late 
1 990s has sent water in the op- 
posite direction. 

But the feds say that the 
city’s plan is not enough to do 
the job that the canal needs and 
the city, which it calls one of 
the major polluters of the ca- 
nal, may not have a choice in 
the matter. 

The Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency claims under fed- 
eral law, it can force the city 
build the holding tanks if that 
proposal makes it into the fi- 
nalized cleanup plan that it will 
release this summer. 

“We have the authority to 
limit or mitigate or address 
any ongoing pollution that 
goes into a Superfund site,” 
said Mugdan. “The only way 
we can see that is through these 
retention tanks.” 

If the city refuses to comply 
without offering an alternative 
site for the tanks, the feds will 
take it to court, where it could 
face fines and penalties. 

“The city will either tell us 
this is a good location or here’s 
a better location — ultimately 
they cannot say there’s no lo- 
cation — [the tanks] have to be 
built,” said Superfund project 
manager Christos Tsiamis.

The traffic lights are lis- 
tening, and officials are be- 
ing mum about it. 

The city has quietly in- 
stalled electronic devices at 
busy intersections that use E- 
ZPass technology to collect 
data on cars — and possibly 
their drivers — as they pass be- 
low, this paper has learned. 

The innocuous looking 
white boxes have been pop- 
ping up on the same poles that 
hold traffic lights for the last 
few months, and are, accord- 
ing to the city, checking the 
speed and volume of traffic 
as it passes through thanks to 
the handy E-ZPass device that 
sticks on many Brooklynites’ 
windshields that allows them 
to breeze through tolls at area 
bridges and on highways. 

Reporters for this paper no- 
ticed at least three different E- 
ZPass readers next to lights 
Downtown, one at the inter- 
section of Boerum Place and 
Atlantic Avenue, another is at 
Tillary Street and the Flatbush 
Avenue extension, and a third 
on Atlantic Avenue near the 
Barclays Center. 

The boxes aren’t just in 


Brooklyn, they were installed 
all over the city by the Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 

Representatives of the 
agency refused multiple re- 
quests by this paper to pro- 
vide a list of where the track- 
ing devices are, and no record 
of them appears on the agen- 
cy’s website, which does list 
the 320 cameras it has installed 
on streets throughout the city 
to monitor traffic. 


Multiple spokespeople for 
the Department of Transpor- 
tation told us that the new de- 
vices were use to collect “ag- 
gregate data,” and that the 
devices weren’t being used 
to charge drivers with traffic 
violations such as speeding or 
running red lights. 

The department runs the 
program independent of the E- 
ZPass Center that is coopera- 
tively run by MTA Bridges and 


Tunnels, the Port Authority, 
and the New York State Thru- 
way Authority. The agency 
wouldn’t say if information 
it collected came solely to it, 
or if it was shared with other 
agencies or any private third 
parties. 

This newspaper requested 
the agency provide us with a 
list of locations where the de- 
vices have been installed in 
Brooklyn, but it failed to do 


so by press time. 

Civil liberties advocates 
say they are concerned about 
what, exactly, the city is lis- 
tening for. 

“When they say that it is 
done for aggregate purposes, 
that sounds suspiciously 
vague,” said lawyer Norman 
Siegel, the former director of 
the New York Civil Liberties 
Union. 

Siegel saidthatthe E-ZPass 
records could wind up being 
used in litigation with cars and 
their drivers tracked from one 
place to another by the new de- 
vices. In fact, EZ-Pass tech- 
nology has already been used 
for such a purpose, but that in- 
formation was gathered while 
cars pass through a toll gate — 
a moment when drivers know 
they’re being watched. 

In the absence of more in- 
formation about how the tech- 
nology is being used, Sie- 
gel said, it’s difficult to tell 
whether or not this is an in- 
vasion of privacy. 

“[Tracking technology] is 
a growing area for civil lib- 
erties concerns at this point,” 
he said.

eight-million-gallon tanks di- 
rectly under parkland has 
drawn the ire from Gowanus

one stone, since the site will 
have to be cleaned by energy 
giant National Grid.

I t’s like drinking whisky in 
the “Game of Thrones.”

over a decorative fireplace

Scott Cook, owner of new 
pub Isle of Skye, boasts of 
how he turned the once 
white-walled yogurt shop 
into a black-on-black bar 
in his determined effort to 
make his customers feel like 
they are really in Scotland 
and drinking accordingly. 


“It took a long time for 
us to get all of the whiskey 
over here from Scotland,” 
said Cook, who speaks in a 
thick Scottish brogue. “Even 
the whiskey glasses came 
from Bowmore.” 

The bar — which is open 
late until 4 am — stocks 
hard-to-find delicacies in- 
cluding Glenmorangie, 
Bowmore, and Glenlivet 
Nadurra.

New comic book about 


artist depicts Brooklynites 9 hipsters

T he main character of a 
new comic book strug- 
gles with life in Brooklyn 
— where he is surrounded by 
hollow friends, vain artists, 
and pathetic hipsters. 

The problem, Tim the pro- 
taganist narrates in the first 
issue of “Polarity,” is that after 
his bouts with mental illness, 
he has gained an annoying 
ability to see “past the vin- 
tage dresses and ironic ’90 s- 
era attire and into the epicen- 
ters of [his peers’] desperate 
souls, as they cry out with a 
grating, banshee-like plea for 
validation.” 

Turns out, author Max 
Bemis is writing from ex- 
perience. 

“Most of the Brooklynites, 

[in the book] are a conglom- 
eration of more than one per- 
son I know, and many represent 
a certain type of person I’d run 
into often,” said Bemis, who is the 
lead singer of the rock band, Say 
Anything. 

“I can’t say anyone in the book is 
as purely based around one person in 
particular as Tim is a bastardization 
of myself, but I did encounter many or 
all of the behaviors exhibited.”

It’s not just his run-ins with 
Brooklynites that inspired the book. 
It is loosely based on Bemis’s psy- 
chotic episode more than a decade 
ago and his subsequent struggles 
with bipolar disorder. 

During his fight with the illness 
the author once wandered out of 
his apartment in Williamsburg and 
roamed the neighborhood, confront- 


ing strangers, rambling incoher- 
ently, and insisting that he secretly 
was being filmed. 

It was one of the scariest moments 
in Bemis’s life, but it turned out to be 
great fodder for this musician-turned- 
comic book writer’s first series. 

“Two of my four or five episodes 
took place in Brooklyn,” said Be- 
mis. “I’ve always wanted to tell the 


story, but I could never figure out 
what would be the best medium. It 
was so glaring obvious. It was un- 
der my nose the whole time.” 

At the end of the first issue of this 
four-issue series, Tim becomes fed 
up with being “just another inse- 
cure, pathetic scenester with noth- 
ing to offer,” and goes off his meds 
and stops seeing his therapist. 


But this sparks a return of 
his paranoia. He begins to 
wonder if he has super pow- 
ers, if people are spying on 
him, and whether anything 
is real or merely a figment 
of his imagination. 

It’s uncertain how far Tim 
will fall into the rabbit’s hole 
in “Polarity,” but his real-life 
counterpart found his way to- 
wards recovery with the help 
of the arts. Music played a 
part in Bemis’s recovery 
— each issue of “Polarity” 
comes with a free download 
« for a new original song writ- 
| ten and performed by Bemis 
* — as did comic books. 

| “I grew up reading com- 
er ics since a young age,” he 
% said. “When I was trying to 
£ get healthy again and taking 
my pills, I needed something 
healthy, an outlet. I didn’t 
think consciously about going 
back to comics, I just gravi- 
tated to them. . . . They’ve been a 
saving grace.”

I took 
up bourbon at a friend’s house 
over the snowy winter break. 
One, maybe two. Southerners 
are smart. It goes right to the 
veins, like an epidural, and re- 
ally takes the edge off. 


Lately, we’ve been head- 
ing into the city afterward, to 
Nublu in the East Village, a 
little Brazilian club, to listen 
to the phenomenal percussive 
stylings of Davi Vieira, whose 
drumbeats somehowbring me 
straight up to happy, forcing 
my limbs to move in rhythm.

No and no. 

I can still have fun. I just 
need to try a little harder.
